Germany warned the world 
today that if an attempt is 
made to force her to re- 
nounce sovereign 
rights — 


such as the movement of 
troops to wherever she de- 
sires on her- own territory — 
that the government will "with- 
draw its proposals" for peace. 
In a public statement, the Ger- 
man 
government 
threatened 
to 
"choose 
honorable 
Isolation" 
if 
other governments, did not agree 
"that 
the 
only 
pacification of 
.Europe is built upon the volun- 
tary decision and action of equal 
European 
states and 
peoples." 
The official statement said that 
the 
present 
remilitarization of 
the Rhineland is truly "symbolic," 
but that Germany "is ready, if 
this be deemed expedient, to de- 
clare that for the duration of 
negotiations and on the assump- 
tion that tfie French and Bel- 
gian governments will act analo- 
gously, she will effect no change 
in tfiis situation." 
• The statement continues: "Un- 
der 
no circumstances, 
however, 


would Germany 
renounce 
any 
sovereign 
rights, In the convic- 
tion that thereby the future paci- 
fication of Europe would again 
rest upon compulsory 
renuncia- 
tion and thereby upon moral dis- 
crimination, 
which 
would 
then 
contain the germ of gnawing dis- 
grace on one hand and, of lat- 
ent dissatisfaction on the other 
hand. 
"What the German government 
Is striving for is not the con- 
elusion of treaties which, because 
they are bound up with moral 
burdens for an honor-loving and 
decent people, outwardly and. in-

drowned out 
the sound of his 
airplane's motors as the big ship 
in which he traveled from Mun- 
ich circled to an easy landing. 


The whole town was decorated 
with 
Swastika 
flags. Thousands 


of people lined the streets shout- 
ing "Hell!" 
The Reichsfuehrer went at once 


to the residence of Robert Wag- 
ner, governor of Baden. 


The scenes paralleled those in 
the Saar when that district re- 
turned to Germany a year ago. 


The 
sudden announcement of 
Hitler's visit and speech tonight, 
first since his stunning proclama- 
tion last Saturday of Rhineland 
remilitarization, turned Karsruhe 
into a bee-hive to prepare a fitting 
welcome for its idol.

Karlsruhe lies just east of the 


Rhine, not far from the fortified 
French borderlands.

Army Strength 


To Be Increased 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
The senate appropriations commit- 
tee voted today the largest peace- 
time fund in history of the war de- 
partment—$600,000,000 — including 
money to maintain the army at the 
full authorized strength of 165,000. 


As the army 
bill 
passed the 


house, funds were provided to main- 
tain an army of only 150,000 men. 
The senate 
committee boosted 


the house total of $545,226,000 for 
both military and civilian activi- 
ties of the army by adding $50,000- 
000 to the house $168,360,000 bill 
for rivers and harbors and flood 
control work. 
While not earmarked, the added 


$50,000,000 will go for projects all 
over the country. Favored by the 
war department and offered by 
Senators Connally and Sheppard, 
Texas democrats, part of the added 
sum is expected to go for widening 
the deepening the Houston

channel and for improvements at

JOBS 


Anthony Eden, the "white

For the good relations of 


the sexes, it is well to un 
derstand that, in general, 
women have not really tak- 
en men's jobs. This conclu- 
sion is reached by an expert 
inquiry and supported by 
figures covering 50 years. 


A larger percentage 
of 


women are employed, to be 
sure. In 1880 women work- 
ing in gainful occupations 
were only about 
15 
per 


cent of the total number. 
By 1930 the proportion of 
women had risen to 22 pel- 
cent. But this did not mean 
&• corresponding displace- 
ment of men, for during the 
same period the proportion 
of males gainfully occupied 
fell only from 78.7 per cent 
to 76.2 per cent. The men 
obviously lost a little ground 
but 
apparently no more 


than 600,000 
jobs, 
while 


women gained about 3,320,- 
000 jobs over their old pro- 
portion. 


This gain, the statistic- 


ians find, was 
nearly 
all 


due to technical improve- 
ments creating new jobs for 
which women were especial- 
ly adapted—work as clerks, 
copyists, stenographers and 
so on. No 
evidence 
was 


found that employment 'f 
women workers increased 
male unemployment during 
the depression.

WILFUL ATTEMPT

AND EVADE INCOME TAX

•—An indictment 
charging 


Arthur W. Cutten, famous 
grain trader, with the "wil- 
ful attempt to defeat and 
evade an income tax" for 
1929, amounting to $414,- 
524.54, was returned by the 
federal grand jury today. 
The indictment also named Wil- 
litm E. Gatewood. formerly an 
Internal revenue agent, charging 
he aided Cutten in the alleged tax 
dorging. 
Cutten, self-styled "speculator" 
was called "the nations' >biggest 
grain trader" In hearings* before 
the grain futures administration, 
which a year ago Issued an order 
disbarring 
him 
from American 
grain pits. 
Yesterday the Supreme court of 
the United States agreed to hear 
the governments appeal from a 
decision of the United States Cir- 
cuit court of appeals which stayed 
the disbarment. 
It was disclosed a week ago 
that United States District At- 
torney Michael Igoe, after more 
than two years of investigation by 
Internal revenue agents, would ask 
indictments on Cutten's income in 
the years 1930 and 1933, as well as 
1929.The government s charge, Igoe 
said, was that the grain trader's 
complicated 
market 
transactions 


concealed approximately $1,200,000 
in hidden income. 
The indictment, returned before 
Federal Judge Charles E. Wood- 
ward came as the Internal rev- 
enue agents were hunting for two 
missing witnesses, the two were 
brokers' 
; clerks who failed to ap- 
pear before the grand Jury with 
subpoenaed records. 
Judge Woodward fixed bond at 


$35,000 for Cutten 
and 
$10,000 
lor Gatewood. 
He then 
issued 
bench warrants for their arrest. 
Cutten was in a hospital, said 
by his attorneys to be "lyinpr at 
death's door." Yesterday the law- 
yers announced he had "refused 
a government offer to compro- 
mise," but District Attorney Igoe 
denied any offer had been made.

Another would place R 15 per 
cent rate on no more than 10 per 
ent of undivided 
income, 
and 
range up to 75 per cent on undi- 
vided earnings in excess of 50 per 
cent. 
Touching on the key fight over 
the administrations' new $792,000,- 
000 tax program, one table covered 
complete tax exemption of $1,000 
lor corporations with net Incomes 
under $20,000. The treasury esti- 
mated this would reduce the net 
taxable 
income 
of corporations 


$229,000,000—to a total of $8,079,- 
000,000. 
While some of the taxes would 
go up to 75 per cent under today's 
proposals, the graduation of the 
levies would operate to make the 
average rate on corporations fail- 
Ing to distribute any of their net 
income only from 51 to 58.5 per 
cent.

"'I've heard about enough of 
this spy charge," said the con- 
gressman, "and I think It's time 
for it to stop. I'm prepared 
to 
go on the floor of the house to 
do It if necessary." 
The U. D. C. chapter, located at 


Dallas, Texas, objected recently to 
a Proposal to erect a statue of 
Buffalo Bill at the Texas expo- 
sition art gallery, claiming the 
Indian fighter once served the 
federal forces as a spy. 
History books show that Cody 


from 1861 to 1865 performed the 
duties of a 'scout" with the union 
forces. 
"This spy business came up once 
before," said Stefan, "It was about 
the same time that some scandal 
monger was saylnjf that Custer 
was a coward. We had a conven- 
tion of some old timers who real- 
ly knew the facts to discuss both 
issues." 
The "convention" was held in 


Stefan's home, Norfolk, Neb., June 
16, 1927.

inally presented did not prevent 
corporations from building up re- 
serves for a rainy day. 


With the committee majority's 
approval, a sub-committee set to 
work today to draft the presi- 
dent's recommendations Into bill 
form, and to work out a system 
of moderate taxes for "cushion" 
reserves. 


(The 
president recommended a 
sliding scale of taxes on undistrib- 
uted corporation profits In place 
of the existing corporation income 
tax, excess profits tax, and capi- 
tal stock tax. He estimated the 
additional yield at 5620,000,000 a 
year.) 


(Treasury experts recommended 


several sliding scales for the un- 
distributed profits taxes, ranking 
from 20 to 40 per cent, but all 
averaging to 33 1-43 per cent with 
no exemptions).

Kromer, chief of Cavalry was ap- 
pealed to for a definition of the 
two classifications. 


A spy, he said, was one not In 


uniform who worked behind the 
enemy lines, while a scout, wore 
a uniform and usually maneuvered 
ahead of the regular army or de- 
tachment.

Q. C. Taylor, Austin attorney, 


was the first receiver questioned. 
Taylor testified he was appointed 
receiver by the S3rd district court 
of Travis county in a suit against 
the Ocean Petroleum Co. involv- 
ing 91,807 barrel* of oil In steel 
storage In Gregg county. 


Taylor said he did not post a 


guard on the property to protect 
the oil and that an Inventory of 
the crude was verified by the at- 
torney general's department and 
the railroad commission. 
Taylor 
said he did not supervise the 
movement of the oil after it had 
been sold. 


The oil wag gold 
four 
days 


after Taylor was appointed re- 
ceiver for 40 cents a barrel. "I 
understood that was a 
pretty 


fair price," Taylor testified, add- 
ing that there was some ques- 
tion whether the state could con- 
fiscate the oil and that prolonged 
lltitration was threatened. 
The oil was sold to Roger Lacy, 


and Taylor said he drew a draft 
for the sale price on Amos Felts, 
another Austin attorney, who rep- 
resented the defendant. It 'was 
previously testified by a railroad 
commission 
employe that 
Lacy 


owned Ocean Petroleum Co. and 
La Pren Refining Co. and that 
the confiscated oil wag delivered 
to these plants. 


Wag Private Sale. 
Taylor testified the 
oil 
was 
sold at private sale and that he 
had one other offer to sell at the 
same price. He testified he un- 
derstood there was some agree- 
ment between the attorney gen- 
eral and the defendant as to the 
purchaser of the oil. 


"You 
did not choose your own 


purchaser?" 
Representative Sid- 
ney Latham of Longview asked. 


"I was not under any agree- 


ment," Taylor answered. "I made 
a report to the court that I had 
the offer and the court authorized 
the sale. I don't recall If I re- 
ported the other offer 
to the 
court." 


Taylor said he did not know 


the gravity of the oil sold. 
F. W. Renshaw, deputy super- 
visor for the railroad commis- 
sion at Kllgore, testified the oil 
was 38.4 gravity with a normal 
market price of $1 per barrel. 


Renshaw testified the commis- 
sion was not notified of the time 
of removal of the oil from stor- 
age and did not check Its move- 
ment.

"PREVENTIVE WAR" 
MAY COME QUICKLV 


BELIEVES WAR NOW PRE- 
FERABLE TO CARNAGE THAT 


WOULD COME LATER

3—Eight thousand airplanes. 
4—A million tons of warships. 
The new military calculations 
were made as Foreign Minister 
Fierre-Etienne Flandin, at London, 
brandished the threat of French 
'withdrawal from the League of 
Nations to compel Great Britain 
to join in chastising Adolf Hitler 
for his armed march to the Rhine. 
At home, the French 
senate 
took up the question of final par- 
liamentary ratification 
of 
the 
Franco-Soviet mutual 
assistance 


pact. 
It was this far-reaching treaty 


•which the German fuehrer blam- 
ed for nullifying the treaty of Lo- 
carno and causing remilitarization 
of the Rhineland. It is the last 
step in forging an "iron ring 
around the reich," extending from 
the English channel to Asia and 
the Arctice ocean. 
I'ast Sentiment Fostered. 


Events of the past week having 
fostered a tremendous sentiment 
in France in favor of the pact, the 
senate was expected to lose no 
time in approving it by an over- 
whelming vote.

BELIEVED GAINING FAVOR IN 
EASTERN AND WESTERN AREAS 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 11.— 


(/P)—Increased 
interest by leaders 


of the oil industry in the eastern 
and western sections of the Unit- 
ed States has given new hope to 
advocates of the interstate 
oil 
compact that 
It soon will be 
adopted throughout the country. 
Representatives from Eastern oil 


producing states and from those 
in the west have informed Art 
L. Walker, compact secretary, that 
they will be present at the com- 
pact meeting here Friday. 
Among those expected to attend, 
Walker said, are W. R. Boyd, Jr., 
executive manager and secretary 
of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute and representatives from New 
York, Pennsylvania, Indiana . and 
Kentucky. 
Delegates from Wyoming and 


Montana will represent the Rocky 
Mountain area in addition to New 
Mexico and Colorado, the latter 
two members of the compact, 
Of particular 
interest at the 


meeting will be a report by a 
committee on an extensive survey 
which has been under way since 
last September in 19 oil produc- 
ing 
states. The report 
covers 


conservation 
law, well-spacing, 


drilling control, 
prevention 
of 
waste, and determination of al- 
lowables. 


It will be of a technical nature 
and is expected to point out the 
benefits which would be derived 
from the compact, which has as 
its purpose voluntary co-operation 
by the states to control produc- 
tion of oil to prevent waste. 


Also expected to come up for dis- 


cussion Is the situation in the Ro- 
dessa field of Louisiana, where it 
has been reported several thous- 
ands of barrels of crude have been 
sold at below posted prices. 
Proponents of the pact are par- 
ticularly interested in obtaining 
California, 
Arkansas,

The message stated: "His Maj- 
esty desires that the contingency 
of his marriage should be taken 
into account so that, in that 
event, there should be a provis- 


bion for Her Majesty the queen 
and the members of His Majesty's 
family, corresponding to the pro- 
vision which the Commons has 
been willing to make in like cir- 
cumstances in the past."
